In  England  it  is  quite  the  reverfe,  for  no 
fooner  does  a  Proficient  in  Medicine  intro¬ 
duce  a  new  Method  of  Practice  in  any  Dif- 
eafe,  than,  right  or  wrong,  immediately 
ftart  up  the  powerful  Members  of  the  Pro- 
fefiion,  to  crufii  it  in  the  Beginning,  altho* 
never  fowell  authenticated ;  and  if  perchance 
the  Man  fhould  be  deficient  in  Spirit,  Refo- 
lution,  or  Money,  or  what  indeed  exceeds 
all, — great  and  powerful  Seconds,  to  with- 
ftand  the  interefted  and  combined  Fury  of 
his  Opponents,  he  is  inftantly  to  be  deli¬ 
vered  up  to  Perfecution,  nay,  perhaps  to 
Ruin ;  with  fuch  a  heavy  Weight  of  in¬ 
famous  Slander  on  his  Back,  that  it  is 
but  mere  Chance,  if  he  ever  rifes  again, 
and  fuch  might  have  been  the  Fate  of

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the  prefcnt  Author,  foon  after  his  Entrance 
into  the  Service  of  the  Firft  Regiment  of  Foot 
Guards,  if  the  Right  Honourable  Comm  and- 
er  in  Chief,  as  likewife  General  Carr ,  Ge- 
neral Robinfon,  General  Hudfon ,  Sir  Septimus 
Robinfon ,  Colonel  Salter ,  Colonel  Sherrard , 
and  other  worthy  Officers  of  the  Guards, 
had  not  then  inflexibly  refolved,  to  wait  the

From  the 
Succefs  of  which,  however,  it  may  be  judg¬ 
ed,  that  Time  and  Truth  will  ever  prevail 
over  Prejudice  and  Failhood. 

The  enfuing  Pages  fet  forth  not  only 
Matters  of  Faft,  relative  to  the  Author’s 
Proceedings  and  Practice  in  the  Savoy  Hof- 
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pital ;  but  what  were  the  Confequences  of 
that  Undertaking. 

TheHiftoryof  theDifeafe  has  been  written 
Thread-bare,  the  Symptoms  are  commonly 
known  to  the  Difeafed,  and  the  Diagnoftic 
and  Prognoftic,  will  avail  little  to  thole 
Readers,  for  whom  this  is  defigned,  there¬ 
fore  it  is  thought  needful  only  to  recite  a  few

their  Studies  and  Labours.  The  other  is 
not  only  their  Negledl  of,  but  like  wife  their 
Diflike  and  Repugnance  both  to  the  Search 
of  new  Remedies,  and  to  the  Application 
of  them  in  their  Practices,  whenever  they 
have  been  difcovered  by  ethers  more  cou¬ 
rageous  and  diligent  than  they. — Hippocrates 
has  rejected  all  Syftems  as  ufelefs,  that  he 
might  the  better  apply  himfelf  to  Obferva¬ 
tions  and  the  Study  of  proper  Medicines.” 

Dr.  Chirac  fays,  * 

“  The  Cure  of  theVenereal  Difeafe  is  lia¬ 
ble  to  fo  many  Inconveniencies,  from  the 
Infufficiency  of  the  greatefi:  Part  of  thofe, 
who  undertake  it ;  and  by  reafon  of  the 
grievous  Sufferings,  they  expofe  their  Pa¬ 
tients  to,  who  follow  their  old  Method  of 

curing ; 
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curing  ;  as  alfo  becaufe  the  Time  it  requires 
to  perform  it,  is  fo  long;  and  a  Patient 
withdrawing  himfelf  for  the  Space  of  forty 
or  fifty  Days,  during  which  Time,  he  muft 

keep  his  Chamber,  is  fo  troublefome,  and

often  fo  fufpicious,  efpecially  for  Perfons, 
whofe  Stations  oblige  them  to  have  a  more 
than  ordinary  Regard  for  their  Reputation ; 
that  we  can  never  fufficiently  applaud  thofe, 
who  have  fpent  their  Time  and  Labour  in 
the  Difcovery  and  Improvement  of  fuch  Re¬ 
medies  as  cki  thoroughly  cure  thofe,  who 
are  afflidted  with  it,  and  free  them  from  all 
the  Inconveniencies  and  Diforders  that  at¬ 
tend  the  ordinary  Way  of  curing  it.”

Y  Engagement  in  the  Service  of 
^  ^  the  Savoy  Hofpital,  happened  mere- 

j£  ]y  by  Accident ;  I  was  fent  for  by 
Major-General  Carr ,  Lieutenant-Colonel  of 
the  jirjl  Regiment  of  Foot-Guards,  who  at 
that  time  was  afflidted  with  a  Fit  of  the 
Stone. 

After  the  Recital  of  his  own  Cafe,  the 
Venereal  Difeafe  became  the  Topic  of  Dif- 
courfe.  The  General  began  with  a  Relation 
of  the  melancholy  Effedts  of  Salivation ; 
having  made  his  Obfervations,  that  if  the 
Soldiers  were  cured  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe, 

B  which 
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which  he  frequently  found  did  not  happen* 
many  of  them  died  of  Confumptions ,  or  were 
otherwife  in  fo  feeble  and  I fickly  a  State ,  that 
on  a  Field-Day*  or  a  March,  many  of  the 
Men  could  not  undergo  the  Fatigue  of  their 
necefiary  Duty ;  and,  finally,  he  exp  relied 
great  Aftbnifhment  that  a  better  Method  of 
Cure  could  not  be  difeovered. 

Dr.  Saunders ,  a  Phyfician,  then  prefent, 
told  the  General,  that  the  Cure  of  the  Ve^ 
neral  Difeafe,  in  all  its  Stages,  might  cer¬ 
tainly  be  performed  without  Salivation .  To 
that  I  alien  ted,  affirming  that  I  had,  for 
many  Years  pall,  cured  all  my  venereal  Pa- 
fients  by  an  alterative  Method  of  my  own, 
notwithflanding  many  of  them  had  ineffec-r 
tually  undergone  the  painful  Trial  of  one  or 
more  Salivations. 

At  that  Affertion  the  General,  with  fome 
Vehemence,  uttered  thefe  Words, — For 
God's  Sake ,  Gentlemen ,  why  will  you  not  un¬ 
dertake  to  do  it,  as  it  would  be  attended  with 
great  Service  to  the  Public ,  particularly  to 

the  Army .

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I  then  offered  my  Service  to  join  with  the 
Doctor  In  the  Undertaking,  and  propofed 
that  each  fhould  communicate  his  Method 
to  the  other,  to  render  our  Defign  the  more 
effe&ual,  and  that  I  fhould  take  upon  me 
the  executive  Part,  and  communicate  my

Proceedings  to  the  Dodlor,  when  neceffary; 
or  occaiionally  confult  with  him  upon  any 
Requ  ifites,  that  might  feem  to  be  wanted, 
in  order  to  render  Cures  as  fhort  and  effec¬ 
tual  as  poffible  :  But  the  Doctor  thought 
proper  to  decline  the  whole  Affair,  as  he 
lived  in  the  Country  in  an  eafy  Situation, 
and  did  not  choofe  to  bring  the  whole  Body 

of  the  Profejjion.  as  he  expreffed  it,  upon  his 

» 

Back . — I  muft  here  confefs,  that  I  am  not 
defirous  to  create  Enemies,  particularly 
amongft  the  Surgeons ,  with  whom  I  could 
wifh  to  live,  if  poffible,  in  the  greatefl 
Amity,  being  truly  fenfible  that  Diffention 
in  a  Community,  whether  eftablifhed  for 
the  Cultivation  of  Arts  or  Sciences,  gene¬ 
rally  ferves  no  better  Purpofe  than  to  ex- 
pofe  to  Contempt  and  Ridicule  not  only  the 
feveral  Members,  but  too  often  the  Profef- 
fion  itfelf  .

How- 
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However,  not  weighing  thefe  Things 
too  nicely  in  the  Balance  againft  the  Profe- 
cution  of  a  good  and  juft;  Caufe,  that  my 
Actions  might  be  equal  with  my  Words, 
and  alfo  to  convince  the  General,  that  I  ad¬ 
vanced  no  more  than  what  I  could  fupport 
by  Fadts,  I  propofed  to  cure  ten  or  twenty 
of  the  moft  inveterate  venereal  Cafes,  in  the 
firft  Regiment  of  Foot-Guards,  at  my  own 
Expence,  without  Salivation ,  and  by  my 
own  alterative  Method ,  if  thofe  Cafes  were 
deemed  curable  by  Salivation . 

The  General  feemed  much  pleafed  with, 
what  he  called,  my  generous  Propofal,  allured 
me  that  he  would  mention  it  to  Lord  Ligo- 
nier ,  and  that  I  might  expert  to  hear  from 
him  in  a  few  Days,  on  that  Account ; 
which  indeed  foon  happened  • — I  was  then 
informed  by  the  General  of  his  Lordfhip’s 
Approbation ,  and  that  fix  Beds  were  to  be 
placed  in  a  Room  in  the  Savoy ,  as  foon  as 
pofiible,  for  my  intended  Purpofe ;  but  in 
the  interim  it  was  thought  proper  to  begin 
with  Out-Patients,  of  which  thirty  were 

order- 
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ordered  by  the  General  to  attend  me  on  the 
fourth  Day  of  December ,  1758. 

A  fhort  Time  after,  an  Order  was  iffued 
by  General  Carr  to  every  Lieutenant-Co¬ 
lonel  in  the  Regiment,  to  put  under  my 
Care  all  thofe  Men  of  their  feveral  Compa¬ 
nies,  who  v/ere,  or  might  be  aft! idled  with 
the  Venereal  Difeafe. — -The  Number  of  Dif- 
eafed  foon  amounted  to  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty,  including  almoft  all  Stages  of  the 
Difeafe,  many  having  been  afil  idled  feme 
Tears  with  an  inveterate  Lues,  which  had 
refilled  the  Efforts  of  one,  two,  three ,  or  four 
Salivations ,  others  with  the  mojl  virulent  Go¬ 
norrhea's,  and  others  with  the  moji  objlinate 
Gleets .  - 

I  mull  own,  that  I  was  not  a  little  con- 
fufed,  when  fome  Cafes  were  prefen  ted,  as 
they  appeared  much  worfe  than  I  expedted 
to  meet  with,  altho’  my  Practice  in  the  Ve¬ 
nereal  Difeafe  had  been  many  Years  not 
only  extenfive,  but  alfo  had  comprehended 
many  difficult  Cures,  particularly  among  ft 
Sailors  and  Negroes ,  whofe  Cafes  often  grow 
very  defperate  from  Negledt,  or  Want  of 

Attend- 
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Attendance,  in  long  Voyages  :  Bat  it  was 
now  too  late  to  recede  from  my  Propofal, 
my  Reputation  was  at  ftake,  and  my  Purfe 
was  obliged  to  fecond  it.  I  was  indeed 
told  by  General  Carr ,  that  Lord  Ligonier 
faid,  that  if  I  could  do  what  I  propofed,  that 
it  fhould  be  the  making  of  me ,  which  inter- 
efting  Promife  was  indeed  no  fmall  Relief 
to  my  Mind,  and  induced  me  more  chear- 
fully  to  attend  daily  to  my  Engagements, 
under  the  frequent  Infpedtion  of  Officers  or 
Serjeants,  who  often  declared,  if  I  could  cure 
many  Cafes  that  they  faw,  they  were  well 
allured  I  might  cure  any  Perfon  in  that 
Difeafe. 

At  the  End  of  fix  or  feven  Weeks,  I 
made  a  Report  to  the  General,  that  I  was 
ready  to  difeharge,  as  capable  of  Duty,  a 
Number  of  Patients  cured. 

A  Day  was  appointed  by  the  General, 
Notice  given  out  in  Orders,  to  the  Officers, 
Surgeon,  and  four  Mates  of  the  Regiment,  to 
attend  and  examine  the  Patients,  which 
they  undoubtedly  executed  with  ftridl  Scru¬ 
tiny,  before  the  General,  feveral  Lieutenant - 

Colo - 
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Colonels ,  and  other  Officers: — Twenty-fix 
were  allowed  to  be  cured,  and  difcharged 
that  Day  for  Duty ;  but  altho’  fome  of  them 
had  been  greatly  difeafed ,  it  was  afterwards 
rumoured,  that  their  Cafes  were  triffingy  of 
little  Importance,  and  no  great  Proof  of  my 
Art  exceeding,  what  others  pretended  to  do.

After  that  difcharge  I  proceeded  for  fome 
Time,  till  I  made  a  fecond  Report  of  Cures, 
— The  General,  other  Officers,  fome  Gen¬ 
tlemen,  Dr.  Smithy  of  Mincing- L aney  and 
the  fame  Surgeons,  attended  on  a  Day  ap¬ 
pointed,  and  difcharged  forty-fix  for  cured, 
many  of  them,  as  was  then  fully  proved, 
having  been  afflicted  with  the  Venereal  Dif- 
eafe  in  a  very  deplorable  Manner ;  all  this 
the  Company  then  prefent  freely  confefled; — 
being  much  afioniffied,  and  clearly  convinced 
of  the  Efficacy  of  my  Method  of  Curey  which 
they  found  ftridtly  conformable  to  the  Pro - 
pofals  hereunto  annexed  j  being  thofe  I  pre¬ 
fen  ted  to  General  Carr  in  writing  fome 
Weeks  before,  in  order  that  no  Miftake 
might  happen  on  either  Side,  as  too  fre¬ 
quently  is  the  Cafe,  when  Propofals  are  only

Before  that  fecond  Difcharge,  the  General 
feeing  the  Soldiers  in  the  Room  waiting  for 
Examination,  afked  if  thofe  Men  had  been 
under  my  Care,  declaring  they  appeared  as 
healthy ,  and  well ,  as  if  they  had  not  been  difi 
eajed >  and  when  they  were  difcharged  for 
Duty,  which  was  on  that  Day,  made  Ufe 
of  many  Compliments  and  Expreffions, 
which  will  better  bear  a  Repetition  from  my 
Friends,  than  myfelf.  I  alfo  had  the  Honour 
of  a  very  polite  and  interefting  Meflage 
from  the  Commander  in  Chief  by  General 
v  .  Carr , 
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Carry  attended  with  a  Prefent  of  One  Hun¬ 
dred  Pounds  9  and  a  Promifc  of  future  Reward 
according  to  Merit ;  incoriteftably  prov'ng 
my  Lord’s  entire  Approbation  of  my  Me- 
thod  of  Cure,  and  the  Succefs,  that  attended  it. 

At  that  Time  my  Name  and  Cures  be¬ 
came  more  public,  and  attracted  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  great  eft  Perfonages ,  as  well  as 
many  others  of  all  Ranks,  in  Wejiminfler 
and  London  ;  which  induced  two  Surgeons, 
as  I  have  been  informed,  through  Prejudice, 
Envy,  or  Malice,  to  detract  from  my  Cha¬ 
racter,  by  faying,  that  I  was  an  Impoftor9 
that  all  Surgeons  could  do  the  fame,  (altho’

Means  to  poifon  the  Ear  of  a  Nobleman, 
who,  I  have  the  ftrongeft  Reafon  to  believe, 

C  would 
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would  otherwife  have  done  me  fignal  Ser¬ 
vices  :  The  fame  Attempt  was  alfo  made 
upon  another  Nobleman,  my  very  great 
Friend,  without  Effedt,  that  Noble  Lord 
continuing  to  this  Day,  to  honour  me  with 
his  fceady  Approbation  and  Intereft,  and 
whofe  Protedtion  will  be  a  fufficient  Barrier 
to  all  my  Enemies,  altho’,  if  Report  tells 
Truth,  I  have  fewer  than  might  be  expedt- 
ed  in  fuch  a  public  Affair, 

But  to  proceed  ;  having  thus  far  acquired 
the  Honour  of  my  Lord  Ltgonier  s  Appro¬ 
bation  and  Protedtion*  with  that  of  General 

*  *  » 

Carr ,  and  other  Officers  of  the  Regiment, 
whofe  impartial  Condudt  in  this  Affair, 
binds  me  under  the  moil  lafling  Obligations, 
efpecially  as  I  v/as  at  my  firfc  Entrance  into 
the  Hofpital,  a  Stranger  to  almoft  all  of 
them,  my  Emulation  was  naturally  Ipurred 
on  with  greater  Ardour  to  purfue  my  En¬ 
gagements,  which  were  foon  fucceeded  by 
a  third  Di/charge  of  Patients,  and  after  that 
a  fourth,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  before,  ex¬ 
cept  that  inftead  of  General  Carr ,  General 
fludfon  attended  the  Board  the  third  Time, 
£fd  after  many  obliging  Compliments  made 

this 


Salivation  not  neceffary ,  Sec.  21 

this  Obfervation,  that  my  eafy  Method  of 
Cure ,  he  feared  would  he  an  Encouragement  to 
Vice :  General  Robinfon  did  me  alfo  the  Ho¬ 
nour  of  attending  at  one  Difcharge,  who  ex- 
prelfed  not  only  his  Approbation  and  Afto- 
nifhment,  but  did  me  a  greater  Honour,  by 
declaring  before  Lord  Ligonier  and  other 
Officers  of  the  Ordnance,  his  Sentiments  of 
my  Performances,  in  very  ftrong  Terms. 

After  thofe  four  public  Difcharge s ,  of 
Patients,  to  the  Number  df,  I  think.  Two 
Hundred,  I  waited  on  Lord  Ligonier ,  who, 
beffdes  other  fignal  Proofs  of  his  Approba¬ 
tion,  added  this,  that  there  was  no  farther 
Occalion  for  public  Difcharges,  but  that  as 
the  Men  were  cured,  they  might  go  upon 
Duty  ;  that  he  ffiould  think  of  fome  Means 
of  Reward  for  my  great  Trouble  and  Expence, 
and  ffiould  for  the  future  entirely  rely  on 
my  Condud. 

Some  Time  after  my  laft  Vifft  to  his 
Lordfhip ,  the  great  Number  of  Soldiers, 
that  daily  applied  to  me  for  Cure,  induced 
my  Lord  to  fend  me  his  Commands  by  Ge¬ 
neral  Carr ,  to  take  a  Survey  of  a  Houfe  at 

C  2  Pimb - 
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* 

Pimblico ,  commonly  called  the  Dukes  Hof- 
fit  ah  and  after  that  to  inform  his  Lordfliip 
of  the  Condition  of  the  Premifles,  the 
Number  of  Men  they  would  contain,  and 
to  eflimate  the  yearly  Expence  of  curing  by 
my  Method,  all  Soldiers  of  the  Army,  who 
might  for  the  future  be  afflicted  with  the 
Venereal  Difeafe. 

* 

His  Lordfhip’s  Commands  were  obeyed, 
and  I  fent  my  Report  to  his  Lordfhip ,  by  the 
General,  who  afterwards  told  me  that  his 
Lordfliip  would  endeavour  to  provide  for  me 
by  reprefenting  to  his  (late)  Majejly  my  ex¬ 
traordinary  Succefs;  that  I  might  expedf,  to 
be  Surgeon  to  the  Army  for  the  Venereal 
Difeafe,  with  Three  Hundred  Pounds  per 
Annum  Salary,  and  that  if  a  Vacancy  of 
Surgeon  to  the  Firjl  Regiment  of  Guards 
fhould  happen,  his  Lordfliip  would  think 
of  no  other  Perfon  befide  myfelf,  to  fucceed 
to  that  Employ. 

Such  Promifes  would  have  been  fufli- 
ciently  inviting  to  any  Man  of  Emulation, 
to  hazard  Health,  Life  and  Fortune,  which 
I  too  evidently  proved,  in  regard  to  myfelf, 

at 
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at  that  Time ;  my  Health  becoming  im¬ 
paired  by  a  daily  Attention  to  One  Hundred 
and  Fifty,  One  Hundred  and  Sixty,  or  One 
Hundred  and  Eighty  Men,  of  which  Forty- 
fix  were  always  unavoidably  crowded  into 
five  fmall  Rooms,  where  putrid,  noxious 
Vapours  muft  of  courfe  be  very  powerful 
and  very  dangerous. 

Thofe  Circumftances,  together  with  the 
Anxiety  of  Mind,  arifing  from  an  Expence 
of  Sixteen  Guineas  per  Week ,  the  Uncertain¬ 
ty  of  a  Reimburfement,  and  the  Neglect  of 
other  Bufinefs,  at  length  brought  on  a  ma- 
lignant  Fever;  my  Mate  alfo  being  then 
confined  by  the  fame  Kind  of  Fever,  of 
which  he  foon  after  died,

During  my  Illnefs,  which  threatened  me 
with  Death,  the  Regiment,  Officers  as  well 
as  private  Men,  lamented  my  Fate,  parti¬ 
cularly  General  Carr ,  who  acknowledged 
upon  the  Parade  the  great  Lofs,  which  not 
only  the  Army  might  fuftain,  but  alfo  the 
public  in  general. 


At 
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At  my  Recovery,  being  informed  of  thofc 
and  many  other  favourable  Expreflions,  and 
being  alfo  confcious  of  the  ilridt  Orders,  that 
were  given  by  Lord  Ligonier  and  General 
Carr*  relative  to  my  Illnefs,  I  could  no 
longer  doubt  but  that  every  Thing  went  on 
in  my  Favour  and  Intereft  y  but,  alas !  how 
great  was  my  Aftonifhment  at  my  firft  Vi- 
fit  to  General  Carr>  when,  inftead  of  the 
leaft  fatisfaftory  Information  concerning  my 
Promotion,  I  was  induced  to  believe  that  it 
would  not  foon  happen,  partly,  as  the  Ge¬ 
neral  obferved,  thro’  the  malicious  and  envi¬ 
ous  Mifreprefentations  of  fome  Surgeons  in 
Power,  and  partly  through  a  little  Animo- 
fity  fubfifting  between  two  Noblemen ;  in- 
fomuch,  that  I  was  fuffered  to  become  the 
innocent  and  undeferved  Victim  of  Party 
Faction,  the  Bane  of  fufiice ,  and  a  Jure 
Check  to  all  Improvements  in  this  King¬ 
dom . 

This  was  a  Blow,  which  I  little  expected* 
and  very  badly  fuited  my  weak  Condition* 
being  then  not  able  to  get  in  or  out  of  my 
Chariot  without  Afliftance  ;  yet  did  I  moll 

refo- 
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refolutely  continue  my  Practice  in  the  Hof- 
pital,  with  the  Approbation  of  Lord  Ligonier 
and  the  General ,  till  I  had  compleated  one 
Tears  Service,  without  Reward y  in  which 
Time,  however,  I  had  the  Comfort  to 
hear,  that  General  Carr ,  at  a  Review  on  a 
Field  Day,  declared,  that  during  forty  Tears , 
the  Time  of  his  being  in  the  Guards,  he 
had  not  feen  the  Men  in  general  look Jo  well, 
or  in  Jo  good  Condition ,  in  point  of  Health. 
Colonel  Graham  alfo  did  me  the  Honour  to 
affirm,  that  he  believed  I  had  faved  the  re~ 
cruiting  of  Five  Hundred  Men. 

During  that  Year  I  had  the  good  Fortune 
to  lofe  only  Six  Men  by  Heath ,  altho’  I  had  un¬ 
der  my  Care  near  Eight  Hundred,  of  which 

Six  Hundred  and  Seventy  were  ordered  by 

* 

,  the  exprefs  Command  of  the  General,  and  the 
reft  by  that  of  the  Commander  in  Chief; 
One  Hundred  of  which,  whilft  they  had  the 
Venereal  Difeafe,  were  afflicted  with  ma- 

v  r 

lignant,  ulcerous,  fore  Throats,  attended 
with  a  moft  dangerous  Fever,  much  like 
that,  which  is  commonly  called  a  Jail-Fe¬ 
ver.

After 
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After  all  this  great  Labour  and  Expence, 
I  made  clofe  Application  to  the  Com¬ 
mander  in  Chief,  and  General  Carr ,  for 
that  Promotion,  which  I  jujily  expected  might 
now  probably  take  place ;  but  was  then 
made  to  underftand  fully,  that  if  I  would 

o' 

accept  of  Two  Hundred  Pounds  per  Annum 
out  of  his  Lordfhip’s  Pocket  till  I  had  a 
better  Provifion  for  pajl  and  future  Services, 
I  might  continue  in  the  Hofpital ,  otherwife 
that  I  might  injlantly  relinquifh  it ;  that,  or 
nothing,  at  that  Time,  I  was  obliged  to  ac¬ 
cept  :  But  foon  finding  that  my  Expence 
amounted  to  double  that  Sum,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  great  Number  of  inveterate  Poxes 
already  cured,  I  was  under  the  Neceffity  of 
making  Remonftrances  on  that  Head,  with¬ 
out  Promife  of  Relief,  at  lead  whilft  my 
Money  or  private  Bufinefs  lafted.  But  here 
I  muft  with  Gratitude  acknowledge,  that 
his  Lordjhip' s  perfonal  Engagement  of  Two 
Hundred  Pounds  per  Annum  Salary  was  ex¬ 
ceeding  generous,  and  that  the  General 
fpared  no  Attention  or  Application  to  aflilt 
me  with  every  Means  in  his  Power,  except 
his  Purfe,  as  the  Reader  will  hereafter  find. 

But 
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But  thofe  Means  fell  fo  far  fhort  of  an  Ex¬ 
pence  of  Eight  Hundred  Pounds ,  befides 
the  Lofs  of  a  confiderable  Sum,  by  neg¬ 
lecting  my  other  Bufinefs,  that  for  the  fake 
of  a  large  Family,  I  was  very  reluctantly  put 
to  the  Neceffity  of  commencing  a  Suit  at 
Law  againft  my  once  good  Friend ’,  and  real 
Detainer ,  the  General;  I  fay  very  reluctantly , 
becaufe  the  Difficulty,  Anxiety,  and  Uncer¬ 
tainty  of  fuch  a  Suit  I  could  very  plainly 
forefee,  and  therefore  ffiould  not  have  at¬ 
tempted  it,  if  I  could  in  any  reafonable  Man¬ 
ner  have  compounded  Matters  another 
Way:  However,  altho’ the  Execution  of  it 
was  painful  beyond  Defcription,  the  iffue 
proved  favourable  :  For  after  a  Frial  of  ten 
Hours,  wherein  Six  Hundred  and  Seventy 
Soldiers  were  proved  and  admitted  to  be  cured 
with  the  Lofs  of  Six  only  by  Death ,  the  fury 
brought  in  a  VerdiB  with  Six  Hundred  Pounds 
Damages,  a?id  Cofls  of  Suit .  That  Sum, 
with  the  Hundred  Pounds  before  mentioned, 
as  a  Prefent  from  Lord  Ligonier,  was  only 
the  Money  proved  by  Vouchers  to  be  ex¬ 
pended  in  the  Service  of  the  Savoy  Hofpital . 
being  deprived  of  my  Reward  by  fome  Let¬ 
ters  inadvertently  wrote  ;  which  Letters 

D  were 
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were  produced  in  Court,  proving  my  entire 
Submiffion  to  his  Lordfhip’s  Pleafure  on 
that  Head. 

Thus  dearly,  with  the  greateft  Labour  of 
Body  and  Mind,  did  I  at  laid  purchafe  a  Re¬ 
putation,  which,  I  hope,  will  in  the  End, 
bring  that  Reward,  which  could  not  be  ac¬ 
quired  in  another  Channel.  Since  the  Trial, 

I  have  been  informed,  that  Lord  Ligonier 
has  done  me  the  Honour  to  recommend  me 
to  the  Cure  of  feveral  extraordinary  Cafes, 
whereby  I  have  received  confiderable 
Sums ;  and  that  General  Carr ,  at  all  Times, 
when  my  Name  is  mentioned,  yet  avows 
the  great  Succefs,  that  attended  my  Practice* 
which  may  induce  every  Body  to  think  that 
his  Lordfhip  and  the  General,  were  ftrongly 
inclined  to  make  the  promifed  Provifion  for 
me ;  how  it  happened  otherwife,  and  from 
wdiat  Caufes  the  Difappointment  took  its 
Rife,  perhaps  may  be  only  known  with 
Certainty,  to  thofe  Gentlemen  5  if  I  have 
not  before  related  them. 

It  has  been  Matter  of  Surprize  to  many 
Perfons,  particularly  to  my  Brethren  the 

Sur - 
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Surgeons,  that  I  fhould  hit  upon  a  Method 
of  Cure  lefs  painful,  lefs  troublefome,  and  lefs 
hazardous ,  than  that  which  is  generally  in 
Ufe.  This  Riddle  may  be  eafily  folved,  if 
the  Reader  will  take  the  Trouble  to  perufe 
the  following  Relation. 

In  my  Youth  I  had  an  Opportunity  of 
feeing  a  Variety  of  Cafes  in  the  Venereal 
Difeafe,  under  a  Mafter,  who  was  then  fa¬ 
mous  for  that,  as  well  as  general  Practice. 
This  brought  to  my  Acquaintance  many 
young  Gentlemen,  who  tho’  they  had  been 
great  Sufferers  in  the  Wars  of  Venus,  yet 
did  not  fo  much  lament  unfortunate  Acci¬ 
dents  attending  the  Difeafe,  as  the  Difco - 
very  they  might  make  to  their  Friends  and 
Families,  many  of  them  having  been  expe¬ 
rimentally  convinced,  that  what  the  Difeafe 
alone  might  not  reveal,  would  be  effediually 
difcovered  by  the  Means  of  Cure  that  my 
Matter,  as  well  as  others,  then  made  Ufe  of; 
which  Apprehenfion,  added  to  the  extreme 
Antipathy  they  had  taken  to  a  loathfome  Load 
of  Medicine ,  or  the  Horrors  of  Salivation  and 

its  Confequences,  prompted  me  to  be  dili- 

/ 

gently  and  ftudioufly  intent  on  fearching  af- 

D  2  ter 
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ter  fuch  eafier  Methods  of  Care,  as  might 
in  Time  to  come,  when  I  entered  into  Bu- 
finds  myfelf,  obviate  thofe  Complaints,  and 
incline  my  Patients  to  regard  me  as  their 
Friend  and  Benefactor,  rather  than  as  a 
'Tormentor.  But  this  was  not  eafily  effected* 
it  proved  to  be  a  Labour  of  fome  Tears ,  till 
•gradually.  Step  by  Step,  in  a  Multiplicity  of 
Practice,  I  found  myfelf  Mailer  of  what  I 
now  profefs,  and  yet  notwithftanding  the 
great  Practice  I  have  gone  through  for 
many  Years,  I  find  that  Improvement  may 
advance  gradually,  as  Time  does.  And  that 
whatever  I  may  pretend  to,  I  alfo  know 
that,  from  Variety  of  Cafes,  and  different 
Habits  of  Body,  efpecially  where  that  Dif- 
eafe  is  complicated  with  others,  particularly 
the  Leprofy  or  Scurvy,  I  am  not  infallible  : 
On  the  other  Hand  it  is  to  be  conlidered, 
that  Patients  will  often  carelejly  deviate  from 
the  Regimen  and  InftruBions,  that  are  really 
effential  to  fpeedy  and  certain  Cures  •,  on 
which  Accounts  the  Surgeon  and  his  Reme- 
dies,  too  often  undefervcdly  fuffer  Reproach 
from  the  Patient ,  and  with  others  a  Dimi¬ 
nution  of  Reputation :  Some  Gentlemen 
will  indeed  acknowledge  their  Errors,  and 

ExcelTes* 
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Excefles,  but  even  in  that  Cafe,  Bufinefs  is 
very  irkfome,  as  it  is  the  higheft  Pleafure  to 
an  honeft  Man  to  cure  with  Eafe ,  Expedition , 
and  Safety „ 

The  Medicines,  which  I  adminifler,  in 
all  Stages  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  are  fo  mild 
and  Jalutary ,  that  they  may  be  given  to 
Children ,  without  Inconvenience ;  infomuch 
that  few  Perfons  are  made  fenfible,  by  their 
Operation ,  that  they  are  under  a  Courfe  of 
them :  They  do  not  purge ,  and  may  be 
taken  any  Length  of  Limey  free  from  the 
Danger  of  Salivation ,  in  any  Seafony  with¬ 
out  Confinement ,  or  Prejudice  to  the  Confti- 
tution,  in  any  Habit  of  Body,  which  many 
Hundreds  of  Gentlemen  can  teftify,  as  well 
as  the  Soldiers,  who  whilft  under  Cure, 
were  not  only  guilty  of  Irregularities ,  but 
performed  their  Exercife  at  the  Drill  every 
Day,  or  mounted  the  King’s  Guard,  Night 
2nd  Day,  in  Winter ,  as  well  as  Summer . 

In  a  confirmed  Clap,  the  Heat  of  Urine, 
Cor dee ,  and  Vindence  of  the  Difeafe,  are  foon 
carried  off,  and  if  attended  with  a  Phimofisy 
that  alfo  may  be  foon  cured,  without  that 

fharp. 
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fharp,  as  well  as  inconvenient  Operation 
with  the  SciJfarSy  which  I  have  performed 
only  on  /wa  Patients,  for  ten  Years  paft,  and 
thofe  were  in  the  Savoy  Hofpital;  notwith- 
ftanding  many  Perfons  have  attended  me 
from  other  Surgeons,  who  declared,  that 
they  could  never  be  cured  without  cutting .

Within  the  firft  three  Days  of  Infedtion, 
the  beforementioned  Symptoms  may  be 
prevented,  and  the  Infedted  foon  rendered 
infenfible  of  every  Symptom  except  a  [mail 
Running,  and  that  frequently  without  tak¬ 
ing  a  Grain  of  Mercury ,  or  ufing  it  externally. 

Swelled  SLefticles ,  a  common  Confequence 
of  a  Clapj  have  happened  to  very  few  of  my 
Patients  ;  I  can  recolledt  only  ten  or  twelve 
within  thefe  two  Years,  of  which  fix  fuffer- 
ed  from  want  of  Care,  to  defend  themfelves 
from  the  very  fevere  Weather  laft  Winter  5 
however,  that  is  a  Symptom  which,  together 
with  the  Fever ,  is  foon  cured,  without  Ha¬ 
zard  of  Scirrhus  or  Suppuration ,  if  judici- 
cufly  treated,  without  any  Preparation  of 
Mercury .  I  met  with  only  one  Impofthuma - 

tiou 
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tion  of  a  Tejlicle ,  in  the  Hofpital ,  and  not 
once  lince,  or  even  a  Scirrbus. 

Many  Objections  and  Prejudices  have 
been  raifed  again  ft  Injections  in  general  > 
perhaps  with  Reafon,  as  much  Mifchief 
may  be  done  when  they  are  compofed  of 
improper  Medicaments ,  and  withal  applied 
by  unfkilful  and  unexperienced  Perfons ;  but 
are  thofe  the  Reafons  for  exploding  that 
Practice  ?  If  fo,  all  Preparations  of  Mercury , 
Antimony,  Opium ,  and  the  commonly  called 
harmlefs  Barky  may  with  Propriety  be  ex¬ 
punged  from  the  Difpenfatory,  for  that  they 
will  killy  unjkilfidly  adminiftered ;  but  in  the 
Hands  of  the  experienced  and  judicious  Prac¬ 
titioner,  thofe  Medicines  as  well  as  Injec¬ 
tions  may  be  as  fafely  ufed  as  Bread  and 
Water;  at  leaft  I  have  found  and  proved  it 
fo  in  fome  Tboufands  of  Cafes,  and  without 
any  confequent  Inconveniencies. 

It  has,  indeed,  been  maintained  by  fome 
Surgeons,  that  Injections  caufe,  what  is  called 
a  Stricture ,  Caruncle ,  Carnojityy  or  Excref- 
cence  in  the  Urethra ;  I  fhould  be  glad  to 
know,  what  caufed  thofe  Complaints  before 

Injec - 
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Injections  were  much  or  not  at  all  ufed  ?  I  da 
not  forget  that  thirty  Years  ago  the  fame 
Diforders  were  as  rife ,  perhaps  more  fo  than 

f  i 

they  are  now ;  and  it  was  a  common  Ob- 
fervation  amongft  the  Surgeons,  that  many 
Patients  were  attended  with  incurable  Gleets, 
but  where  is  the  Man  who  has  fuch  a  Gleet 
now  !  I  have,  indeed,  been  recommended  to 
fuch  as  were  called  fo,  but  foon  convinced 
my  Patients  of  the  Miftake. 

Various  alfo  have  been  the  Sentiments  of 
Phyficians  and  Surgeons  concerning  Gleets , 
Strictures ,  Caruncles ,  &c.  wherein  they 
widely  differ  from  one  another ;  I  therefore 
hope,  that  I  may  be  allowed,  in  Turn,  to 
differ  from  them  all. 

Ocular  Demonftrations  convince  us,  that 
a  Continuance  of  Difcharge  from  all  external 
Wounds  and  Ulcers  produce  a  Fungus ; 
therefore  as  the  fame  Effedt  may  happen 
from  Ulcerations  internally,  I  am  inclined 
to  think,  that  a  long  continued  Difcharge  of 
Matter  from  the  Urethra  may  there  alfo 
produce,  in  o?ie  or  more  Places,  a  Fungus, 
or,  what  is  commonly  called,  a  Carun¬ 
cle, 
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cle,  GV.  and  that  whether  Injections  in  gr- 
/zm?/  are  applied  or  omitted  ;  but  if  Injec¬ 
tions  are  properly  prepared  and  Jkilfully  appli¬ 
ed,  they,  with  a  fmall  Quantity  of  an  alte¬ 
rative  Medicine,  will  make  the  mod  ad¬ 
vantageous  and  jpeedy  Cures,  and  Patients 
thereby  be  lefs  expofed  to  thofe  tirefome  and 
danger cus  Conjeqnences ;  for  purging  Medi¬ 
cines  avail  not  in  Cure,  but  occafion  tor¬ 
menting  Gripings,  carry  off  the  nutritious 
Juices  in  great  Abundance,  and  often  re¬ 
duce  the  Difeafed  to  fuch  a  Degree,  that 
they  look  as  if  Death  was  written  on  their 
Faces  :  I  muff  fay,  however,  on  the  other 
Hand,  that  although  all  thefe  Inconveni- 
ences  and  many  more  may  happen,  yet  I 
cannot  think  that  even  fuch  extravagant 
Purgings  caufe  venereal  Gleets,  as  many 
have  imagined  ;  tho*  1  cannot  deny  but  that 
feminal  Weakneffes  have  frequently  follow¬ 
ed  that  Practice. 

In  all  Stages  of  the  Fox ,  my  Medicines 
aft  as  alteratives ,  and  the  noxious  Humours 
are  thereby  expelled  by  Per/piration ,  Sweat, 
or  Urine ,  with  fo  fpeedy  a  Change  of  the 
Habit  of  Body,  that  in  the  Space  of  three 

E  Weeks 
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Weeks  the  depraved  or  lofi  Appetite  returns,  the 
depreff'd  Spirits  are  raifed ,  the  emaciated  and  re¬ 
laxed  Mujcles  begin  to  recover  their  Fullnefs  and 
Elafiicity ;  and ,  in  fine ,  all  the  fatiguing  Symp¬ 
toms  begin  to  vanijh  to  the  agreeable  Surprize 
of  the  Difeafed ;  that  fuch  is  the  Manner  of 
Operation,  and  the  happy  Effedf  of  my 
Medicines,  many  Gentlemen  of  good  Dif- 
oernment,  now  living,  have  acknowledged, 
and  that  the  Evidence  of  Men  of  Skill  may 
not  be  wanting,  two  Surgeons,  whom  I  have

plaints,  viz.  A  mod:  excruciating  Pain  of 
the  Head  and  Limbs,  which  deprived  him 
of  Sleep  ;  Ulcers  in  the  Throat  and  Nofe  ; 
the  upper  Jaw-bone  carious,  and  all  the 
upper  Teeth  fo  loofe,  that  fome  of  them 
dropped  out;  op  each  Side  of  the  Neck 
was  an  eneyfted  Tumour  as  large  as  a  Pul¬ 
let's  Egg ;  the  Penis,  Scrotum,  and  adjacent 
Parts  were  covered  with  fmall  Ulcers,  and 
the  Urethra  fo  much  obftrudted,  that  his 
Urine  could  only  be'  difeharged  in  frequent 
fmall  Quantities,  with  Pain.  Pie  had  loft 
his  Appetite,  and  was  fo  weak,  as  well  as 
emaciated,  that  he  could  hardly  perform  any 
Duty,  and  was  then  fo  offenfive  on  the  Pa¬ 
rade,  that  no  Body  could  ftand  near  him.

14.  A  Servant  of  Lord  - - applied  to 

me  for  the  Cure  of  Venereal  Pains,  and  a 
moft  extraordinary  loud  cracking  Noife  of 
the  Joints,  which  he  could  produce  at 
Will:  Carnojities  in  the  Urethra  alfo  incom¬ 
moded  him  very  much.  He  was  foon  re¬ 
ftored  to  Health. 

1 5.  A  Merchant ,  who  had  been  under  the 
Care  of  Mr.  Ward  fix  Weeks,  applied  to 
me  with  many  Chancres  on  the  Penis  and 
Scrotum,  a  Phimofis ,  an  Eruption  on  the 
Head,  Face,  Body,  and  Limbs,  and  an  Ul¬ 
cer  of  the  Nofe.

Thomas  Bedo ,  a  Soldier,  was  dlfcharged  on 
the  twenty-fourth  Day  of  December,  1758, 
from  the  S  even  teeth  Regiment  of  Foot,  then 
in  America ,  being  rendered  incapable  of  far¬ 
ther  Service,  by  an  inveterate  Scurvy  ;  hav¬ 
ing  one  Ulcer ,  which  covered  Half  of  the 
Head  and  Forehead,  another  Ulcer  in  the 
Left  Arm,  as  large  as  the  Bottom  of  a 
Quart  Bottle,  and  twenty-eight  Ulcers  in  the 
Right  Leg ;  there  was  Reafon  to  believe, 
that  he  was  alfo  infe&ed  with  the  Venereal 
Difeafe. 
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When  he  arrived  in  England,  he  was 
ordered  into  Cbelfea  Hofpital,  but  from  the 
Fear  of  his  Leg  being  cut  off,  waited  on 
Lord  Ligonier ,  who  approved  of  General 
Carrs  putting  him  under  my  Care* 

In  fix  Months  he  was  perfe&ly  cured, 
which’ he  teftified  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas',  he  afterwards  enlifted  a  Volunteer  in 
his  Majesty’s  Firfi  Regiment  of  Foot 
Guards,  in  Lord  Ligonier  s  Company ;  and  * 
alfo  occafionally  worked  at  his  laborious 
Trade,  that  of  a  Fanner . 

This  poor  Man  proved  himfelf  not  lefs 
juft  to  his  Surgeon,  than  faithful  to  his  King 
and  Country ;  for  although  he  might  have 
been  excufed  from  foreign  Service,  he  faid, 
as  he  was  able,  he  was  alfo  willing,  and 
fhould  prefer  his  Duty  to  all  other  Confide- 
rations.  It  fell  to  his  Lot  to  go  into  Ger¬ 
many  with  other  T roops,  where  he  behaved 
like  a  Soldier,  returned  home  fafe  and  well, 
and  is  now  in  the  Guards.
